NEW PLAN OF THE L: 


RUSSELL SAGE SAYS IT WILL BUILD 
SEOOND STORIES ON ALL LINES.

This Solution of the New York Rapid 
Transit Problem Decided On and Work 
« Is to ‘Be Begun at Onte—New Struct- 
ures to Have Their Own Suppérts and 
Will Strengthen Those Now in Use= 
MecKane to Go to Sing Sing Today= 

General New York News. 


New York, Feb. 28.—/[Special.]—Russell 
Sage says that as a practical solution of the 
rapid transit problem the Manhattan:elevated 
railroad intends to build a second story on its 
structure, whereon express trains may.be run 
between Harlem and the lower part of the 
city. Just how soon the work is to be begun 
is not yet known, but plans have been com- 
pleted ahd the policy of the company is to 
push the work as soon as possible. 

The second story will be about ten feet 
above the tracks nowin use. The scheme 
has been under consideration by the Manhat- 
tan company for along time. It has been 
held back asa trump card to play and the 
announcement is only made at this time in 
order to forestalla rival to the Manhattan, 
either under ground or above the ground. 

Mr, Sage-says a new motive power‘is to be 
used. Just what this motive power is, whether 
cable or electricity, he will not say, but he 
says it is better than any of the others hereto- 
fore used and that when it 1s putin operation 
on the new structure New York will have a 
better system of rapid transit than any other 
city in the world: The announcement, it was 
said,‘of these expensive improvements to the 
system would be aserious setback to other 
rapid transit plans. It was also pointed out 
that the Manhattan company might build the 
double structure on the Sixth and Ninth ave- 
nue roads only, leaving the East Side of the 
city with the present inadequate facilities. 

Mr. Sage, however, says that, while it will 
be first built on the Sixth and Ninth avenue 
lines, making a complete double-storied ele- 
vated road from the Battery to One Hundred 
and Fifty-fifth street, the work will be pushed 
also on the Third avenue line ard on all the 
other elevated structures. He said it would 
dowble the present favilities of the elevated 
roads for carrying passengers, divide the 
traffic into through and local, and relieve the 
trains of immense pressure now brought upon 
them during rush hours. Under this plan, 
said Mr. Sage, everybody would have a seat 
and crowding would be ended. Elevators 
will be»put in to carry pussengers up and 
down. 

* The plans,” said Mr. Sage today, ** have 
been drawn by one of the most distinguished 
engineers in the country. The second story 
can be built without weakening’ the 
present structure, but will material- 
ly screngthen it. It will have its own 
pillars leading up from the street through or 
alongside the present structure. The two 
structures will then be firmly bolted and 
joined together, materially strengthening the 
present elevated road. The distance between 
the two structures will be ten to fourteen feet, 
just sufficient to clear’ the locomotives and 
cars. The lower structure will be used for 
the local traffic as at present. On the upper 
structures express trains will be run by the 
new motive power. 

‘**I cannot say at present what that power 
is. It will, we think, have many advantages. 
The express trains, running ata high rate of 
speed on this upper structure, will create a 
current of fresh air during the hot summer 
days, and the ride will be a most delightful 
one to people returning from their business.”’ 

Lawson N. Fuller is authgrity for the state- 
ment that for six months at least it has been 
the intention of the Manhattan company to 
build a setond story to the elevated structure 
and that everything is now ready to go ahead 
with the work, Others say the scheme is an 
old one of Jay Gould’s. Russell Sage said to-

Navigator of the Kearsarge Says Roncador 
Reef Is Improperly Located. 

New York, Feb. 28.—The taking of testi- 
mony regarding the foundering.of the United 
States ship Kearsarge was continued this 
morning before Rear Admiral Bancroft Gher- 
ardi, Capt. Theodore F. Kane, and Capt. 
Joseph N. Miller, comprising the special 
court of inquiry appointed by Secretary of 
the Navy Herbert. Lieut. Lyman, the 
navigator of the Kearsarge, said 
that since the wreck he had reason to believe 
that Roncador Reef was from three to five 
miles to the westward of its position as shown 
on the chart. He thought this from the re- 
sults of an observation taken twenty minutes 
before the Kearsarge struck, and while 
camping on the key observations-were taken 
by other officers with results which confirmed 
his calculations. i : 

Lyman was asked to sum up the rea- 
sons as he understood them for the wreck of

Chicago Boy Says He Ran Away from. 


Home with Nine Other Boys, 

New York, Feb. 28.—[{Special.]—Agent King of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, arrested Tuesday night Patrick Pitt, 
15 years old, in the Bowery and appeared against 
him before Judge Mertin at the Tombs this 
morning.

HOSPITAL NURSES HAVEN’T STRUCK. 


President L. lL. Flower Gives the Train- 
ing School's Statement of the Case. 

“The nurses at the County Hospital have 
not struck,”’ said L. L. Flower, President of 
the Illinois ‘Training School, yesterday. 
* When the school assumed charge Dec. Il, 
the Superintendent of Nurses had a thorough 
overhauling of the ward, which consists of 
six separate rooms, placed a nurse with each 
class of patients, put the ward in 
a thorough sanitary condition, and 
placed a head nurse in whom the Training 
School had implicit confidencein charge of 
the whole. Unfortunately, owing ‘to the bad 
construction of the ward, there’ is but one 
nurse’s room. The head nurse of course had 
this room and its attendant conveniences. 
The other nurses roomed in the attic, with no 
water or conveniences. Now,in placing an 
interne there, be has to have that aman, Hho 
ing no place for the head nurse, Under these 
conditions the school can find no nurse whom 
it is willing to” trust . who will 
take charge of the ward. The school 
could not blamea responsible nurse for not 
being willing to take charge, with the necessi- 
ty for rooming in the attic and sharing all the 
necessary conveniences with a male 
interne changed every . six . weeks. 
The school Bab simply resigned its 
care to the Warden of the hospital.’’ 
Warden Monroe has secured several other 
nurses, and is prepared for any emergency. 
The nurses at the hospital laugh at the sug- 
gestion of a strike, and insist that only one 
nurse will be affected by the Warden’s order 
giving the contagious ward physician a room 
on the same floor with the nurses.

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| FINES IN TEST CASE. 


‘IMPOSED UNDER EIGHT-HOUR LAW 


FOR WOMEN. 


Arguments Made Before Justice Kersten 
ina Suit Brought Against Manufact- 
urers for Violations of the Statute Reg- 
ulating the Treatment of Female Fac- 
tory Help—The Constitationality of the 
Act Discussed by the Counsel Case to 
Be Taken at Once to Supreme Court. 


Justice Kersten yesterday afternoon de- 
cided a number of cases brought against 
manyfacturers for violation of the factory 
law by imposing fines ranging from $38 to $5 
and costs upon eighteen of the defendants. 
The cases, which it was agree1 should ‘consti- 
tute & test of the law, will be immediately 
transferred to the Criminal Court and thencdé 
taken to the Supreme Court so as to be dock- 
eted on the March term calendar. 3 

The cases have’been on hearing for several 
days, upwards of 1,000 manufacturers being 
represented in the defense, which was con4 
ducted by Attorney Levy Mayer. John W. 
Ela appeared for the State: The constitution- 
ality of the mw it was of course not within 
the functions of a Justice of the Peace to de- 
cide. Notwithstanding this in the lengthy ar- 
guments made by counsel for both sides, the 
legality of the law was the chief subject re- 
viewed. 

Mr. Ela made the closing argument yester- 
day and outlined the position which the State 
will take in its briefs before the Supreme 
Court. 

Belongs to Police Powers. 

Replying to the contention of the defense 
that the law was class legislation arid there- 
fore defective he said the law sprang out of 
the powers conferred upon the State defined 
as policé powers. Under this power the State 
might enact any law aimed to guard public 
welfare, morality, and public policy. Numer- 
ous laws on the statute books recog. 
nized the right of women“ to labor, 
but others restricted the field of 
her work. Women, for instance, could 
not be employed in mines. The law: prohib- 
iting this had never been questioned in this 
State. The constitutionality of a similar law 
made in Massachusetts, under a Constitution 
similar to that of Illinois, had: been passed 
upon by the Supreme Court of that State. 
The same points were made there as were 
made here and the court sustained the law. 
The lower courts in New York had also sus- 
tained a similar law. 

‘* Legislation in this State has recognized 
that distinctions should be made in favor of 
women,”’ said Mr. Ela. “In the recent laws 
opening all occupations to women they are ex- 
empt from, working on public roads and from 
military and jury service. Asin thecase of the 
factory law they are exempt from these occupa- 
tions on account of their physical weakness 
as compared to men. This difference is the 
basis of the factory act. In these cases the 
evidence shows that the women employed in 
this class of factories are nearly all of tender 
years. When the factory is busy they often 
work from 8 o’clock in the morning until 9 
o’clock at night, with a stoppage of thirty 
minutes at noon and in the evening. They 
are standing at machines all -thia time. No 


better argument is needed than this fact to. 


prove that the State, under its police powers, 
should enact laws to regulate the well-being 
of those women. The fact ‘that they are will- 
ing to work overtime does not argue against 
the need of the law.”’ 


Humane Motives Considered, 


Mr. Ela cited many authorities and traced 
the resemblance between the act and others 
passed by other States, closing with a strong 
plea for the humane motives which underlaid 
it and an equally strong statement of the con- 
ditions which led to its passage. 

The cases in which the fines were imposed 
cover every phase.of the newlaw. The clause 
prohibiting the employment of girls under 16 
years without a certificate from their parents 
or guardians setting forth their age and date 
of birth, relating to the posting of the new 
law in all factories where females are em- 
ployed, and prohibiting the employment of 
women more than eight hours per , were 
all covered. ; 

It was said by the attorneys that every ef- 
fort would be made to expedite the cases to 
the Supreme Court. .They expected that this 
could be done so as to secure a decision from 
that tribunal within a few weeks.
